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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed claims encompass a generic bone marrow stromal cell modified ex vivo to produce an 
angiogenic factor. Such requires considerations for comprising new matter as well as further search and examination consideration for 
the scope of modifications and the scope of angiogenic factors. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to Applicant's arguments relying on 
the newly-proposed claims, such is not persuasive to overcome the rejections because the amendments require further considerations, 
and therefore are not considered. With regard to Applicant's reliance on Art for arguments, such arguments are not considered because 
Applicant has failed to demonstrate good and sufficient reasons why such Art was not presented earlier. Applicant's argument that 
xenogenic and allogeneic cells are enabled is not persuasive for reasons of record, and while particular transplants are possible in any 
particular circumstance, it is still not reasonably predictable that in the presently-proposed claims such transplanted cells will survive and 
not stimulate immune repsonses for reasons of record. With regard to limitations of injections into normal tissue adjacent ischemic tissue, 
such is a newly-proposed amendment, and as such the limitation was considered with regard to claims as present at final rejection, and is 
maintained on those claims for the same reasons.
